THAU GOLD SNAP 


“Practically no damage to the citrus 
fruit crop of San Bernardino county 
resulted from either the cold weather 
or wind of the past week, according 
to prominent citrus fruit growers 
and packers who have made a cares 
ful survey of the situation. There 
‘was no general smudging activity in 
the county qp any of the several 
cold nights, and,as far as can be 
accurately ascertained, the only 
smudge pots lighted were a few in 
Redlands groves as a matter of pre- 
caution. ‘ 

The Riverside district also escaped 





damage, according to a statement 
issued by .D D. Sharpe, Riverside 
county horticultural commisisoner. 


Orange trees in the Riverside dis- 
trict, Mr. Sharpe states, are looking 
better than they have in years. 

Navels are now rolling freely from 
the principal producing sections of 
Southern. California and the packing 
season is at the crest of its activity 
in many districts. 

While interior markets have been 
good the past week, extreme cold in 
the far East compelled the closing 
of auction markets for a couple of 
days, with a consequent effect on the 
market. However these markets are 
back to normal again. 

Another week should see all of the 
Central California fruit in the hands 
of consumers, save a few straggling 
cars. This means that Central Cali- 
fornia is practically out of the mar- 
ket, and that henceforth Florida and 
Southern California will be looked 
to to supply the country with citrus 
fruit.. Florida is shipping a little 
over 100 cars daily.

BUNKO MEN ARRIVE 












ha nd E. J. Ward, 
alleged taluka men wanted by offi- 
cers in a half dozen large American 
cities, securely handcuffed and in 
the custody of a Texas sheriff and 
two deputies, are on a limited train 
bound for Fort Worth, where they 
will face trial on the _ specific 
charge of swindling J. Frank Nor- 
fiéet. Fort Worth cattleman and 
former sheriff, out of his life’s sav- 
ings—$45.000—by. an ingénious con- 
fidence game, the operation of 
which is said to have netted them 
$109,000 in the Fort Worth section 
during a period of 60 days, and by 
which a gang of 16 master crimi- 
nals, of which Ward and ~ Gerber 
are supposed members, are alleged 
to have illicitly secured millions of 
dollars during the last five years. 

The leaving of Ward and Gerber 
for Texas was without ceremony. 
Within 30 minutes after the appel- 
late court writ of habeas corpus had 
been dismissed by Judge Frank R. 
Willis in Los Angeles the prisoners 
were aboard a train bound for Tex- 
as. They are accompanied by 
Sheriff Sterling P. Clarke and Dep- 
uties M. L.. Williams and F. H. Da- 
vis of Fort Worth. Immediately af- 
ter the opening of the hearing in the 
Los Angeles court room Friday af- 
ternoon Deputy District Attorney 
Paul Schenk requested that the writ 
be dismissed. Ward and Gerber had 
played their final card and had lost. 

The legal battle to prevent extra- 
dition was one of the most spectac- 
ular in the history of California. No 
money was spared in securing the 
best legal talent available to repre- 
sent the prisoners. 


Prisoners Grave 


Neither Ward nor Gerber had a 
statement to make after the hear- 
ing» The drawn lines of their faces 
evinced a peculiar gravity—they 
didn’t want to return to Texas—they 
were going because their last bub- 
ble of- hope had exploded and turned 
t2 despair. They have not admitted 
thé charges against them, but opti- 
mism over their chances “ef escap- 
ing conviction certainly has at ne} 
time radiated from them.

REALTY BOARD I 
NOW A REALITY 


At a meeting ‘Friday night at the 
offices of O. N. Steele in the Huclid 
Savings Bank building, Ontario, at- 
tended by a majority of the real 
estate brokers of Ontario and Up- 
land, steps were taken for the for- 
mation of the Ontario-Upland | Real- 
ty Board. 

W. D. Ball was elected president 
of the organization and F. B. Chaf- 
fee avas chosen secretary and treas- 
urer. The prime object of the or- 
ganization will be to further the in-| 
terest of the general public in sée- 
ing that the various provisions of 
the néw state realty law are lived 
up to. 

Supervisor Grier Speaks 

County Supervisor C. E. Grier, 
representing Ray L. Riley, new state 
real estate commissioner, addressed 
the meeting and pointed out a 
number of the more important pro- 
visions: ofthe law. It was pointed 
out that the real estate commission- 
er has the power to revoke the li- 
censes of persons or firms guilty of: 

“Making any substantial misrepre- 
sentation; or, 

“Making any false promises of a 
character likely to influence, per- 
suade or induce; or, 

“A continued and -flagrant course 
of misrepresentation or making of 
false promises through agents or 
salesmen; or, 

“Acting for more tha none party 
in a transaction without the knowl-j 
edge or consent of all parties 
thereto; or, 

“Any other conduct, whether of 
the same or a different character 
than hereinabove specified, which 
constitutes dishonest dealing.” 

New Realty Law 

The new law opens with the fol- 
lowing: 

“Section 1. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, copartnership or 
corporation to engage in the business 
or act in the capacity of a real es- 
tate broker or a real estate sales- 
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his deptuies for the cooperation | 
they have afforded us; without that 
cooperation we would not now be 
taking the prisoners to Texas.

Young Chinese Giris in San Franctece 

Learning Language and Customs 

of the Country. 

Young Chinese girls in San Fran- 
cisco’s Chinatown offer the most strik- 
ing examples of the meeting of the 
East and West. Physically and men- 
tally they show the two opposite influ- 
ences under which they live, says the 
Christian Science Monitor. Their eon- 
versation is a curious mixture of 
English and Chinese. In thelr homes 
they speak Chinese, but by the time 
they reach fifteen or sixteen they know 
English better than their mother 
tongue. 

Among the familjes who can af- | 
ford to do so, the girls are sent x | 
some teacher of Chinese tobe .taught 
to read and write their mother 
tongue, outside of school hours. For 
the fathers and the mothers have a 
wistful hope of returning some day 
to China, and it would never do if 
the children were instructed only in 
a foreign tongue. 

The life of a Chinese girl is not 
altogether simple. In the poorer and 
more ignorant families the parents are 
often filled with superstition and preju- 
dice against the education of women. 
In spite of the many obstacles. how- 
ever, they usually manage to get in 
touch with some of the advantages of- 
fered in their quarters, being aided by 
social settlement workers of China- 
town. 


REMINISCENT OF OTHER DAYS 


Century-Old Building in Providence, 
‘Rhode teland, Is a Survival of 
Napoleonic Era 











A recent incident in Providence, 
Rhode Island, calls attention to ap 
old landmark reminiscent cf N«apo- 
leon and his construction of the Mad- 
eleine in Paris. Napoleon’s building 
set’ a little fashion in America, and 
gevera! structures more or less like it 
were built in different cities... The Ar- 
cade building, in’ Providence, is the 
only one of them left. Erected about 
1820, it became an Ionic temple, that 
was also a center of retail trade, and 
{te pillars’ remain today the largest 
monoliths in the country, except those 
which have been raised for the grow- 
ing. Cathedral of St. John the Divine, 
in New York. The record tells how 
they were cut by hand, in the town of 
Johnston, and dragged to Providence 
on _gleds, nearly a hundred years ago, 
Tt tells also that the dedication of the 
building was a grand public affair, and 
that the temple was long held to be 
one of thé architectural wonders of 
the United States. It is not of such 
commercial importance as it used tc 
be, but one may be glad that the city 
has not lost such a reminder of the 
Napoleonic era. 





Hops. 

Hops are grown in a number of 
states. In the central and northern 
part of the state of New York many 
farmers make a specialty of their 


growth. The yield is from:700 to 800 | 


nds the acre in that state, but on 

e Pacific Const, where most of the 
tine consumed ‘here are grown. the 
yield is: between 1,000 and 2,000 
pounds per acre. Oregon produces 
more hops than any other stdte In the 
Union. By far the greater part of the 
hops ratsed have been consumed in 
the breweries of the country, but they 
are also used in pharmaceutical prep- 
arations. The present one-half of 
per cent beer contains hops. but not 
in such large quantities as in beers 
of the larger alcoholic content. And 
then it is not Ifkely that the kind of 
beer permitted under the prohtbitory 
law will appeal largely to the drinkers 
of old-time beer. It seems certain 
that the demand for hops will fall off 
greatly. 


Coal Gas as Automobile Fuel. i 

In the course of the world war many 
motor vehicles were operated tn Eng- 
land with 1 gas because of the 
scarcity of gasoline. The gas was con 
tained in collapsible bags made of rub- 
berized balloon fabric. At present, 
however, compressed gas in steel cylin- 
ders is being tried. It {s stated that 
the gas is forced in to pressures as 
high as 2,250 pounds per square inch. 
The cost of compression is stated to 
vary between 40 and 75 cents per 1,000 
eubic feet of free gas. and the cost as 
fuel in the engine is equivalent to a 
cost of 12 cents per gation on the liquid 
fuel replaced.—Scientific American.

Edible Fish Found at. Great Depths. 

While there are many varieties and 
great quantities of curious fish in the 
abysmal depths (some have been 
trawled up from depths of three miles 
and more), none of these are eatable. 
The limit to which fishfit for food are 
found its 1,600 feet. Kvén’so, the dis. 
covery that valuable food fishes live In 
far deeper water opens up amazing 
possibilities, and will have a most im- 
portant bearing on the future food 
supply of the world. 

The North sea, which has for ages 
supplied most of the fish markets of 
western Europe, {s so shallow that, ex- 
cept in a very few places, a building 
as high as St. Paul’s cathedral, placed 
on the bottom, would stick out above 
the surface. It has generally been con- 
‘sidered useless to fish in greater 
depths, 





Romans’ Fondness for Amber. 

Amber was the .first precious stone 
made use of for the purposes of per- 
sonal adornments. Homer mentions 
“the gold necklace hung with bits of 
amber” which was offered by the 
Phoenician trader to the queen of 
Syria, and Nero, in one of his badly- 
camposed verses to Poppaea’s hair, de- 
scribed it as of an “amber” shade, 
The Romans valued amber highly, not 
alone for its beauty, but also for the 
medicinal qualities which they believed 
it to contain. In their opinion, an amu- 
let of amber, worn round the neck, was 
an infallible cure for ague or chills; 
ground up with honey and rose oil, 
amber was a specific for deafness, and 
ground with honey a remedy for de- 
fective sight.

Extravagance a Fault That Could 





FAMOUS CHURCH OF LONDON 


Bayard Taylor Considered St. Paul's 
Cathedral One of the World’s 
Architectural Marvels., 





“St. Paul’s is on a scale of grandeur 
excejling everything I have yet seen,” 
writes Bayard Taylor of his first trip 
abroad in 1844. “The dome seems to 
stand in the sky. as you look at it; 
the distance from which you view ft, 
combined with the atmosphere of Lon- 
don, gives {t'a dim, shadowy appear- 
ance, that startles one with its im- 
mensity. The roof from which. the 
dome, springs !s itself as high as the 
spires of most other churches; black- 
ened for 800 years with the coal smoke 
.of London it stands like:a relic of the 
giant architecture of the early world. 

“The interior Is what one would 

expect to behold, “after viewing the 
outside. A maze of grand arches 
on every side encompasses the dome, 
at which vou gaze up as at the sky. . 
I was never more {mpressed at the 
grandeur of human invention. than 
when ascending the dome. I could 
with difficulty conceive the means by 
which such a mighty edifice had been 
lifted into the air. The dome is like 
the summit of a mountain, so wide is 
the prospect and so great the pile upon 
which you stand.” 


Result of Putting Sun to Work. 

There is another angle to the sub- 
ject of harnessing the sun. If such a 
thing is done will it not lead to a re- 
adjustment of the world’s population 
and the centers. of political. power? 
Such a result Was’ glimpsed’ by Prof. 
§. P. Langley of the Smithsontan in- 
stitution, who wrote some years ago: 

“Future ages may see the seat of 
empire transferred to regions of thg 


earth now barren and desolate under [ 


intense solar heat—countries which, 
for that very cause, will not improb- 
ably become the seat of mechanical 
and thence political power. Whoever 
finds the way to make industrially 
useful ‘the vast sun power now wast- 
ed on the deserts of north Africa or 
the shores of the Red sea will effect 
a greater change in man’s affairs than 
any conqueror in history has done; 
for he will once more people those 
waste places with the life..that once 
swarmed there in the hest days of 
Carthage and old Egypt, but under an- 
other civilization, where man shall no 
longer worship the sun as a god, but 
shall have learned to make. it his 
servant.” «

Out of the welter of complicated and obscure ele- 
ments that go to make up the problem of high prices 
there are a few that stand out with unmistakable 
clearness.

For a turn in the trend of consumer de- 
mand for luxuries to necessities would help a lot to 
insure & gradual decline in the price level and pro- 
vide against the sudden and radical slump which 
in the interest of everybody it is most desirable to 
avoid.

University of California has develop- 
ed a practical method of converting , 
grape juice into excellent sirup. It ts | 
the belief, says the Scientific Aner: | 
can, that converting grapes into sirup 
instead of wine will double the value 
of the fruit. The estimated value of 
the crop. of 259,000 tons of wine 
grapes. grown annually, is four million 
| dollars ; if the crop is made into sirup, 
it should have a value of eight million 
| nolanee 

While the experts at the agricpltural 
college have been working on the prob- 
lem, an independent. chemist and 
grape expert has succeeded in produc- 
ing a sirup from grapes that meets 
all the requirements of a commercial 
product.. According to figures that he 
submits, his method will produce 
Sirup at a cost that is slightly lower 
than that of the other method. 

One of the Interesting sides of the 
question is the plan recommended by 
the university that all grape growers, 
wineries and sugar factories co-oper- 
ate’ next year tn, the Interests of all 
those industries. It proposes that the 
wineries purchase the grapes of the 
vintage of 1919, and extract and store 
the estimated fifty million gallons of 
juice, that the larger sugar factories | 
receive the juice and concentrate It, 
and that they ship the sirup to the 
canneries for use In 1920. 

The university has discovered a 
simple and inexpensive process of 
treating the juice that will prevent 
fermentation for a year, if necessary. 
The chemists say that the sirup can be 
used in place of sugar in preserving 
some of the fruits, and can be mixed 
with sugar in preserving others.

WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


OF 18ST MENNONITE CHURCH 
OF UPLAND REPORT 








Another year has passed since wo 
have given a report of our society, 
and as we were asked to do 80 
again I shall try to review the work 
of the past year briefly. 

Owing to the change of time for 
our annual business meeting, our 
year was shortened to eighy and a 
half months, but the Lord Has bless- 
ed° us, more than any year before. 

We have a membership of thirty- 
seven with an average attendance of 
eighteen. We meet the first Thurs- 
day of each month at the home of a 
member, and occasionaly we have 
special meetings. Several all-day 
meetings were held: at one of these 
we sewed for the Mennonite Sani- 
tarium at Alta Loma, making forty- 
oue pillow cases and fourteen sheets. 
In\February we made up our sewing 
which could not be done during the 
influenza epidemic, and two days 
were spent at the Red Cross rooms, 
sewing twenty-five boys’ suits and 
fiifty shirts; for another two. days 
we made over and mended old cloth- 
ing for the war sufferers in Russia. 
In May we had our annual picnic 
at the park in Pomona, having with 
us Missionaries Linscheid and P n- 
ner, who took part in the mission- 
ary program in the afternoon. : 

Miscellaneous showers were given 
to Missionaries Linscheid, Wiebe, 
Brown and the Wiens twins in In- 
dia. 

‘While the Pacific District Confer- 
ence was in session in June: our 
society joined with representativés 
of other societies in holding an in- 
teresting business. meeting one 
morning and in rendering a- mis- 
sionary program in the evening. At 
this meeting we took an offering 
for the Mountain Rest Home in In- 
dia. 

Donations were given for’ the Los 
Angeles Mission of fruits, honey, and 
eges; and to China 180 Ibs. honéy. 

The women gave a_ missionary 
program in April which was offered 
them from the prayer week. Rev. 
Horsch gave the address, and, an of- 
fering was taken. We raise our 
money by free-will offerings at our 
regular meetings, special collections 
and subscrfptions for special pur- 
poses. i 

The sewing at our regular meet- 
ing is done for the Oraibi mission 
station in Arizona. We send all 
our clothing in sacks in preference 
to boxes on account that they are 
More easy to handle and the _rates 
are cheaper. 

The offering given at the mission- 
ary program during conference, 
$102.50, together with the Sunday 
ege money, $181.66, a total of 
$284.16, was given for the Moun- 
tain Rest Home in India. 

The society supports two Bible 
women and two orphan boys in In- 
dia, and gave $15 for the leper asy- 
lum. One of these orphan boys is 
to be supported by means of a 
Thank-Offering fund. It was started 
as an expression of thanks by our 
mothers for the safe return of their 
sons after the war. We are hop- 
ing that the orphan boy will some 
day become’a native helper and con- 
tinue to be supported by this fund. 

We also contributed towards a 
Christmas box to India. Donations 
of*money were given to the three 
mission stations in Méntana, 
two in Oklahoma, amounting to $25. 

Total receipts for the year amount- 
ed to $1080.79.

man within this state without first 


\obtaining 4 license therefor. 


“Section 2. A real estate broker 
within the meaning of this act is a 
person, copartnership or corporation 
who for a_compensation, sells, or 
offers for sale, buys, or offers’to buy, 
or ‘negotiates the purchase or sale 
or exchange of. real estate or who, 
for compensation» negotiates loans 
on real estate, leases or offers to 
lease, or collects rent from real es- 
tate, or improvements thereon, for 
others as a whole or partial voca- 
tion.” 

Contents of Law hn 

The act goes on to state that a 
real estate salesman is one employ- 
ed by a licensed broker to carry on 
the same business. It specifiies that 
the provisions do not apply to per- 
sons, copartnerships or corporations 
handling only their own property. 

Section 17 of the realty act reads 
as follows: 

“Any person or corporation acting 
as real estate broker or real estate 
salesman within the meaning of this 
act without a license as herein pro- 
vided shall, upon conviction thereof, 
if a person, be punished by a fine not 
to exceed two thousand dollars, or 
by imprisonment tn the county jail 
or state prison for a term not to ex- 
ceed two years, or by both guch fine 
and. imprisonment. in the discretion 
of ‘the court;.or if a corporation, be 
punished by a fine not to exceed 
five thousand dollars.”
